Heavens j the Sketch (Tab. . Fig. .) may give 
fome Idea of it. 

The Morning was fine and clear, the Sun fhone 
bright, no Cloud to be feen, but the Air a little 
hazy: Where the Phenomenon appeared, which was 
a bright cloudy Spot, feem’d a very fmall Portion of 

a Rainbow, 
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a Rainbow, only the Colours very faint. It was in 
a horizontal Direttion North of the Sun, and from 
it proje&ed a long luminous Ray, which terminated 
in a Point. —— It continu’d very ftrong for more 
than half an Hour after I faw it, and then vanifh’d 
away by degrees.
